Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. MacLeod indicated that applicant was willing to limit claims 23 
and 46 wherein said claims, immediately following a "masking means," the phrase "arranged to reduce transmission of 
light" would be inserted. 

Ms. MacLeod indicated general agreement that the size of the array is not limited and could encompass that of a 96- 
well plate or larger. Mr. Sisson questioned whether the general bending of the plastic between the wells of a 96-well 
plate would reasonably meet this limitation. Ms. MacLeod indicated that the masking means is not considered by 
applicant/appellant to be the novel feature of the claimed invention. Rather, the novel feature lays in the ability to 
simultaneous monitor multiple wells/sites of the array. 

General agreement was also reached in that the "mask" could be a channel etched or scratched into the substrate, 
including that affected by a diamond-tipped pencil used to scratch the surface of a glass slide. 
Ms. MacLeod indicated that should this proposed amendment not put the claims in condition for allowance, appellant 
will go forward with the appeal. 
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
